raw, bu t y ou are not a wild an­ 
imal and 
y ou r 
digestive sy stem 
has become conditioned for cent- 
u rie.s to having y ou r vegetables 
cooked, which breaks u p the cel- 
lu lo.'-e, gives the digestive ju ices 
a chance and su its 
y ou r nu ­ 
tritional dem ands ju st as well as 
the ju ice. 
Then 1 hear that a com bination 
of raw spinach ju ice, raw cu cu m ­ 
ber ju ice, raw carrot ju ice and 
raw beet ju ice is harm fu l. T hat 
spinach contains oxalic acid and 
this renders the calciu m in the 
body u seless. The fact is that the
